Europe's three-dsy death toll 
from floods passed the 800 mark 
today. Holland was the worst hit 
with 394 dead In her rnsot calami­ 
tous floods since the 15th century. 
Britain counted 389 dead, Bel­ 
gium IO and IO others died it sea 
when a trawler wen* down. 
Brava little Holland mustered all 
Ila strength to meet the disaster. 
Flood waters whipped up by hur­ 
ricane winds over the weekend 
poured over crumbled dikes in the 
sorely-stricken southwest area. The 
waters reached 40 miles inland. 
Damage In the British Isles. Bel­ 
gium and the Netherlands ran into 
the millions of dollars. 
One sixth of Holland was under 
water. More than a million per­ 
sons were homeless in Holland, 
Belgium and the British Isles. 
Danger Is Serious 
The dsnger to the Netherlands 
remained great. Gale winds which 
combined with abnormally high 
tides to cause the floods continued 
It whip the waters over hundreds 
af miles of sand dunes and con­ 
necting dikes which had held back 
the North Sea for centuries. 
Scores of bodies floated among 
vast seas of debris along Britain’s 
battered East Coast. Rescue of­ 
ficials feared the death toll might 
pass 1,000. On one British Island 
—-tiny Canvey at the mouth of the 
Thames—500 persons were missing. 
A great army of British troops 
and civilians rushed by land and 
sea and air to snatch survivors 
from possible death in new tides. 
132 Drown In slinking 
In Holland, where much of the 
country is under sea level, some of 
it as much ss 21 feet below, all 
resources were mobilised for the 
battle of the dikes. These are mad 
cf clay, tree branches, stone and 
asphalt They have kept back the 
North Sea for centuries, permitting 
the Dutch to grow rich crops in 
the exposed bottomland and build 
prosperous cities on sea beds. 
To the mounting toll on land w as 
added 132 persons drowned in the 
sinking of the ferry Princess Vic­ 
toria off Northern Ireland Saturday.

After a warm, wet January, Febru­ 
ary stepped into the picture over j 
the weekend and dropped the mer- 
cury to a new low for 1953 when 
the mercury registered an official 
14 degrees above zero. It wa* the 
lowest temperature since January I 
but not the coldest night of the 
winter. Thai mark was set late In 
December at 12 above zero.

January failed to set any spec­ 
tacular record* although It wa* the 
wettest January In 16 years with a 
total of 5 80 inches of precipitation. 
Including 85 Inches of snow early 
in the month. 
The average dally high tempera­ 
ture last month was 43 8 degrees and 
the average dally low was 26.77 de­ 
gree making the month's a vela ge 
temperature 35.28 degrees Norma!

23 and the morning of January 24 
when 1.53 inches were measured. 
Frequent fogs, freezing fog and 
glaze and high winds were among 
the unusual weather features noted 
during the month.

iate future. He pointed to the 
"inherited burden of indebtedness 
and obligations and deficits” which 
he said threaten to crash through 
the present public debt ceiling of 
275 billion dollars.

Gladden Hearts In Spring 


The first flowers that blossom in 
the spring thrill the beholder, even 
though they m ight hardly rate a 
glance 
60 
days 
later. 
They 
are 
precious 
because 
of 
the 
promise 
th a t they bring, and the fact th a t 
J they are ail alone rn the garden, 
after a drab winter. 


Plant some of them, where you 
ran see them from a window, and 
they will gladden your heart, no 
m atter how few they may be. 


Tile first flower to open when the 
ground begins to thaw is the snow­ 
drop or galanthus 
Its tiny white 
flower* are scarcely an inch across 
with petals spread out, but a clump 
of 25 peeping through the snow is 
truly beautiful to winter-weary eyes. 


Scillas and chinodoxas, both blue, 
are next to bloom, much earlier 
th a n violets. They realty* carpet the 
ground 
with 
color, 
and

climate and soil. Both will spread 
from seed dropped each spring, so

plantings 
where 
there is room to expand
